Lansing Sends Presi- 
dent’s Short Reply to

WASHINGTON. Sept. 17— A u s ­ 
t r i a 's pea*'© offensive is a closed

gov ern m e n t is concerned. 
Secretary L an sin g sent to t h e 
Swedish m inister today the n o te 
authorized last n ig h t by P resident 
Wilson flatly 
rejecting 
in tw o 
s h o r t sentences 
t h e 
proposal of 
th e A ustro -H u n g a ria n government 
fo r secret find non-binding peace 
discussions. 
It wan started on t h e 
cable s at once for transmission to 
V ie n n a by th e 
foreign 
office a t 
Stockholm. 
T h e 
president’s a c ­ 
t i o n - i n c l u d i n g t h e precedent — 
Rotting brevity of the reply a n d 
th e promptness w ith which it w as 
delivered— drew 
expressions 
of 
approval d u rin g 
tho day ev e ry ­ 
w h e r e in W ash in g to n at the c a p ­ 
itol, among officials and t h r u p u t 
t h e allied diplom atic corps. S im ­ 
ilar responses f ro m the other n a ­ 
tions at war with Germany are ex ­ 
pected to follow quickly. 
Reply W a r m ly Approved 
In the senate, Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts, Republican 
floor 
leader, and t h e ranking min ority 
m e m b er of the foreign relation* 
committee, voiced the feelings of 
congress on the subject in a p r e ­ 
p a re d speech 
heartily approving 
t h e president's 
course 
as both 
w ise and right. 
T h e United S tates 
t h e senator said, can talk peace 
only to a G e rm a n y beaten and d e ­ 
prived of power further to h a r m 
a wronged world. 
He was follow* 
od by Senator M< (’umber of N o rth 
Dakota, Republican, a ml S enator 
T h o m a s of 
Colorado, Democrat, 
w ith like expressions. 
On

h o u s e side, Representative Fess of 
Ohio, cha irm an of the R e p u b li­ 
can congressional committee spo k e 
in approval 
declaring

o u r enemy. 
Regardin g this

fo r it is not believed that they will 
a b a n d o n their efforts. 
It has been 
suggested th at, denied unlim ited 
fields of secret discussion 
of w a r 
issues, Austria 
may attem pt a 
co u p by assenting to a restriction 
of the discussion to tho principles 
laid down by P re sid en t Wilson as 
t h e only possible basis of peace. 
It was said authoritatively to d ay 
t h a t such a proposition u n d o u b t ­ 
edly wot\ld be accepted. 
But th is 
s ta te m e n t was accompanied by a 
significant r e m i n d e r of conditions 
w hich must be m e t preliminary to 
a n y such discussion. 
These a r e 
t h a t the 
ce n tra l 
powers m u s t 
w ithdraw com pletely from all o c ­ 
cupied te rritory in France 
a n d 
Belgium. Italy, Russia and Serbia. 
T h e Germans m u s t drop the s u b ­ 
te rfu g e of the Brest-Litovsk t r e a t y 
m a d e by G e rm a n y 
with R u s s ia n 
agents, hired to betray their c o u n ­ 
try . 
They m u s t loosen their hold 
u p o n the w h ea t fields of U k ra n i a 
a n d the oil wells of Serbia a n d 
R ussia.

American Arm y on the Lorraine 
Front, Sept. 17.— American artil­ 
lery, in fantry and aviators made 
emphatic replies today to the Ger­ 
man challenge all along th e newly 
established line. 
The enemy bom­ 
barded certain points with vigor 
and threw over juantities of gas, 
largely of t h e 
m ustard variety, 
while airplanes 
endeavored 
to 
force their way th ru th e aerial de- 
j tenses, but evidence was wholly 
lacking th a t th e Germans contem­ 
plate any a t t e m p t 
to regain the 
territory they have lost. 
Their 
high com mand apparently intends 
to adhere to th e policy which re­ 
sulted in th e relinquishment of a 
large section 
without 
a bitter 
struggle. 
Reports brought in by aviators 
as well as information obtained 
from prisoners and verified by pa-

show 
the 
G erm ans 
are 
I strengthening their trenches along 
I the H indenburg line but there is 
! nothing to show 
they are rein­ 
forcing their lines to a degree that 
might indicate a strong counter 
movement. 
P atrols Successful 
Patrols s e n t out by th e Ameri­ 
cans have been successful not only 
in reconnaissance but. in bringing 
in prisoners.

the 4-inch stern gun belched and 
sank the

It was a 
perfect hit. at about 150 yards. 
The shot hit the U-boat’s conning 
tower at its base, crumpling the 
structure, which disappeared in a 
cloud of sm oke and vapor. 
The 
destroyer glided over and dropped 
two depth bombs, putting, as the 
skipper described it, ‘the finishing 
touch to a smart job.’ 
Twice Attacked Later 
“Many of the passengers, un­ 
aware of the fight, felt the shock 
of the destroyer’s depth bombs, 
and were confident their vessel 
had been torpedoed. 
“Three hours later, after the 
fog had lifted, a periscope was 
sighted off the port bow, and a 
shot from the forward port gun 
caused the U-boat to submerge 
quickly. Two destroyers discharg­ 
ed four depth bombs. 
It is be­ 
lieved this submarine also was de­ 
stroyed. 
A similar encounter oc­ 
curred shortly 
before 
dusk on 
June I, and it is believed bomba 
also destroyed the third subma­ 
rine. 
On the way into port yesterday 
the vessel was 
accompanied by 
several American destroyers and 
a hvdro-aeroplane.” 
Like many other mothers, Mrs. 
Hockenhull has felt the pangs of 
one who has suffered loss for she 
has sacrificed her only son who 
fell in the war but she makes no 
complaint bearing up bravely as 
do all the mothers of England and 
France who have suffered similar 
bereavements. 
She has been asso­ 
ciated with the most prominent re­ 
lief work in the great metropolis 
and is eager to get back and again 
go with the rest to do all possible 
for the great cause. 
She will be 
here but a few days and in due 
time will again be among the peo­ 
ple with whom she has labored so 
faithfully and capably caring for 
the noble defenders of the land 
and the innocent sufferers from 
the shameful cruelties of the Hun.

The following orders have been 
issued by 
Postmaster 
General 
Burleson to all telephone com­ 
panies regarding 
charges to be 
made: 
Office of the Postmaster General, 
Washington, Sept. 14, 1918. 
Order No. 1931, issued by me 
under date of August 28th, pro­ 
vided certain charges for all in­ 
stallations of telephones on and 
after Sept. 1st, 1918, also a charge 
for the “moving” of telephones. 
On account of the many inquiries 
regarding the order, the follow­ 
ing instructions are issued: 
1. 
Installation 
charges made 
effective by Order No. 1931 shall 
be referred to by telephone com­ 
panies and collected 
from sub­ 
scribers 
as “Service 
Connection 
Charges” and shall be based on 
the minimum net rate charged to 
m e subscriber. 
These service con­ 
nection charges shall be collected : 
from all applicants for new or ad- 
ditional service at the time of ap­ 
plication and before 
such new 
service or additional service is es­ 
tablished. 
, 
2. 
In cases 
of 
“ Changes of 
Name” or where no lapse of serv­ 
ice occurs, the minimum charge of j 
$3.00 shall apply In all cases. 
; 
3. 
Service connection charges 
do not apply to extension bells, 
push buttons, buzzers or miscel­ 
laneous equipment of like charac­ 
ter. nor to directory listings. 
4. 
With the exceptions above 
noted 
the 
service 
connection 
charge shall apply to each class of 
service and class 
of equipment i 
furnished the applicant for which 
the company shall have a regular 
separate established rate and the 
amount of the service connection 
charge shall be determined by the 
amount of the regular established 
rate, in accordance with the terms . 
of Order No. 1931. 
5. 
All subscribers who pay the 
service connection charges estab­ 
lished under Order No.. 1931 shall 
be relieved of 
any other service 
connection 
charges, 
cancellation 
charges made in liqui­ 
dation of damages on account of 
snort terms, and short term rates; 
and the use of owe year or any J 
other period 
in 
excess 
of one i 
month as a minimum contract per­ 
iod for telephone service. 
6. 
The “moving charge” refer­ 
red to in Order No. 1931 applies 
only to changes in the location of 
“Inside moves". 
For purposes of 
equipment on the premises. 
Such 
changes are generally known as 
economy in 
administration and 
for the convenience of the public 
the charge for moving a telephone 
set from one location to another 
oil the same premises shall be $3. 
The charge for moving all other 
equipment from one 
location to 
another on 
the 
same premises 
shall be based on the cost of labor 
and materials. 
7. 
Order No. 1931 abolishes 
the distinction heretofore made by 
some companies between a new In­ 
stallation or a new service con­ 
nection and an outside move; and 
all changes in the location of the 
subscriber which have heretofore 
been described as outside moves 
will hereafter be treated as new 
“service connections” and subject 
to the service connection charges 
of Order No. 1931 and of these in­ 
structions supplementary thereto. 
Service connection charges 
do not apply to the service known 
as “service stations” or “switch­ 
ing service” ; and they do not su­ 
persede special installation or con­ 
struction 
charges 
or 
mileage 
charges of any kind.
